Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  CorjMira- 
tihn  of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows 
Short  Title. 

1.  This  By-I.aw  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Interpretation 
By-Law.”

2.  This  by-law,  and  every  provision  thereof,  shall 
extend  and  apply  to  every  by-law  of  the  said  Cor-

8.  Every  penalty  for  the  infraction  of  a by-law  may 
be  imposed  and  enforced,  with  or  without  costs,  upon 
summary  conviction  before  the  Police  Magistrate,  or 
auy  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  holding  the  City  J'olice 
Court,  in  like  manner  as  a penalty  for  an  offence  or 
act  over  which  the  Parliament  of  Canada  has  juris- 
diction.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  Chilli- 
whack  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law  the 
general  Municipal  Revenue  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and 
collected,  for  the  use  of  the  Municipality,  from  such 
sources  as  are  in  “A”  hereunto  annexed  and  mentioned. 

2.  The  Council  of  the  Municipality  shall  appoint  an 
Assessor,  who  shall  also  be  the  Collector  for  the  Muni- 
cipality. 

3.  The  Assessor  shall  prepare  an  Assessment  Roll, 
in  which,  after  diligent  enquiry,  he  shall  set  down  (1) 
the  names  of  all  taxable  persons  resident  in  the  Muni- 
cipality; (2)  the  names  of  all  persons  resident  out  of 
the  Municipality,  but  taxa'ile  therein;  (3)  a full  des- 
cription of  all  taxable  property  within  the  Municipali- 
ty, showing  the  extent  and  value  or  amount  thereof. 

4.  The  Assessor  shall  begin  the  performance  of  hia 
duties  on  or  before  the  16th  day  of  May  in  each  and 
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every  year,  and  shall  make  his  tiret  general  return  of 
the  assessinent.s  and  taxes  to  be  levied  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipality  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  in 
June  ill  each  year. 

.5.  The  A.sse.ssnient  Roll  of  the  Municijuility  shall  be 
annually  revised  and  corrected  by  the  Council  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  the  month  ot  July,  at  the  Council 
Chamber,  Ceiitreville.  \\  ritten  notice  shall  be  given 
to  each  person  complaining  of  his  or  her  assessment  of 
the  time  and  place  of  hearing  the  same.  The  revision 
of  the  Assessment  Roll  may  lie  adjourned  from  time  to 
time  until  all  objections  thereto  have  been  beard  and 
disposed  of.  Tin-  said  Roll  so  finally  revised  shall  be 
taken  and  held  as  the  Roll  of  the  Municipality  for  all 
purposes  until  a new  Roll  shall  have  been  made  and 
returned. 

t).  After  the  final  revision  of  the  Assessment  Roll  by 
the  Council,  the  ('ollector  shall,  without  delay,  jiro- 
ceed  to  collect  the  rates  or  taxes  therein  mentioned,  in 
accordance  with  the  duties  laid  down  for  the  Collector 
in  Sections  134  to  14;"),  inclusive,  of  the  “Municipali- 
ties Act,  1881,”  contained. 

7.  livery  per.son  following  and  using  any  of  the 
trades,  occupations,  professions,  or  business  in 
“Schedule  A,”  hereunto  annexed,  and  in  which  they 
are  jiarticularly  de.scribed,  shall  take  out  a jieriodical 
license  for  such  period  as  in  the  said  “.Schedule  A”  is 
set  out,  paying  therefor  such  periodical  sum  as  is 
therein  .specified,  and  all  such  licenses  shall  be  paid 
for  in  advance,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Reeve  and 
Council  of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack  and  their 
successors 

.8.  No  person  shall  use,  practice,  carry  on,  or  exer- 
cise any  traile,  occupation,  profession,  or  business  in 
the  said  “Schedule  A”  described  or  named,  without 
having  taken  out  and  had  granted  to  him,  or  her,  or 
them,  a license  in  that  behalf.  The  licenses  to  be 
granted  as  aforesaid  may  be  in  the  form  of  “.Schedule 
P,”  annexed  to  this  By-Law,  and  the  same  are  to  be 
granted  so  as  to  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June  or 
the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  no  pro- 
pimtionate  deduction  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any 
peraon  commencing  business. 

9.  The  penalties  and  procedure  of  enforcing  this 
By-Law  are  those  contained  in  Sections  1 13  and  1 15  of 
the  “.Municipalities  .Act,  1881,”  and  amendments 
thereto. 

10.  In  the  construction  of  this  By  Law,  in  describ- 
ing or  referring  to  any  jierson  or  party,  matter  or 
thing,  any  word  imjiorting  the  masculine  gender,  or 
singular  number,  shall  be  understood  to  include  and 
shall  be  apjilicable  to  several  jiersons  and  parties  as 
well  as  one  person  or  party,  and  to  females  as  well  as 
males,  and  to  bodies  cor[ioratc  as  well  jus  to  individ- 
uals, and  .sevcrals  matters  or  things  as  well  as  one 
matter  or  thing,  unless  it  be  other-wise  provided,  or 
there  be  somi-tliing  in  the  subject  or  context  repug- 
nant to  .such  construction. 

11.  For  the  purjioses  of  this  By-Law,  the  term 
wholesale  trader  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  person  or 
liersons  selling  to  others  for  the  purpose  of  resale. 

12.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  a retail  trader 
shall  1m‘  liehl  to  mean  every  jierson  carrving  on  any 
business  or  calling  not  otherwise  s|)ccially  mentioned'.

From  any  person  (other  than  a barrister  or  so 
licitor,  who  has  taken  out  a license  to  jiracticc  as 
sneh),  following  the  occuiiation  of  a conveyancer 
or  land  agent,  or  Isilh,  a license  of  for  every

(18.)  I'roin  any  suctioneer  (not  living  a ( iovrrnment 
otlicBr,  selling  b^  auction  (tovernment  projierty,  or 
a sheritt  or  shenirs  officer,  or  bailiff,  selling  lands, 
giHids,  or  chattels,  taken  in  execution,  or  Tor  the 
satisfaction  of  rent  or  taxes),  in  addition  to  any 
other  license  before  mentioned,  a license  not  ex- 
ceeding $.5()  for  every  six  months.

BY-LAW  No.  17. 

('hiUitvhai'h  Maniripal  Itoat/  Tajr  /tt/~  1HS7, 

WHERK.AS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  pass 
a By-Law  for  regulating  and  enforcing  the  pay- 
ment of  a road  tax : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corjioration  of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack  ns 
follows; — 

1 .  Every  male  fierson  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
and  upwards,  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  Muni- 
cijiality,  shall  pay  annually  a road  tax  of  §2.  ivnd  each 
such  road  t<ix  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  and 
after  the  lOth  day  of  .April  in  each  year. 

2.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  thecontrjiry  in  this 
By-Law,  any  person  can,  under  the  direction  of  the 
palhmaster  of  the  beat  in  which  he  resides,  pay  the 
road  tax  above  referred  to  in  work,  the  amount  of 
work  to  be  two  days. 

3.  Where  any  person  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  his 
road  tax  imposed  jus  afore.sjiid,  the  collector  may  levy 
the  same  with  costs  by  di.stress  of  the  goods  and  chat- 
tels of  the  person  who  ought  to  pay  the  same,  or  of 
any  goods  and  chattels  in  his  possession,  w'herever  the 
sjune  m.ay  be  found  within  the  Province. 

4.  T'he  collector  shall  give  a certificate,  of  payment 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  or  number  of  the 
Jierson  to  whom  it  is  issued,  and  the  place  where 
given,  and  should  jiny  jiei-son  then  resident  in  this 
.Municijiality,  jiroduee  to  the  collector  a lawful  rc- 
ceijit  for  road  tax,  jiaid  in  any  Municijiality  within  the 
Province,  for  the  then  current  year,  such  receijit  shall 
[discharge  .such  jier.son  from  further  obligation. 

5.  Every  emjiloyer  of  labour  in  the  .Municijiality 
■shall  pay  the  annual  road  tax,  as  the  sum  becomes 
due  by  any  Jier.son  or  Jiersons  in  his  or  their  emjiloy- 
ment,  and  may  deduct  the  amount  so  jiaid  on  account 
of  such  jier-son  or  jier.sons  from  the  amount  of  salary 
or  wages  due,  or  to  become  due,  to  him  or  them,  from 
such  emjiloyer  or  emjiloyis-s,  ujion  jiroduction  juid 
delivery  of  the  reeeijit  thereujion  to  such  jierson  or 
jiersons.  Evi-ry  such  employer  or  emjiloyers  of  labour 
.shall  turnish  to  the  Collector,  when  rejjuested  by  him 
so  to  do,  a list  of  all  jiersons  in  his  emjiloy  liable  to 
jiay  the  said  tax. 

(1.  In  case  any  jierson  fails  to  pay  the  said  tax  for 
his  euijilo\ees,  or  deliver  to  tlie  t'olleetor  the  list 
mentioned  in  the  jireceding  section,  when  reijuired  so 
'to  do,  or  knowingly  states  anything  falsely  therein, 
such  Jierson  shall,  on  eompljiint  of  the  ('ollector,  and 
u|sin  conviction  before  a .lustice  of  the  Peace  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  municijiality,  forfeit  and  juiy  a 
line  not  exceeding  8100,  to  be  recovered  by  distress  of 
the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  jierson  failing  to  jiay 
such  tax,  or  deliver  siieli  list,  or  stating  juiything 
falsely  therein  ; or,  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to 
imjirisonment  for  a jieriod  not  exceeding  one  calendar 
month.  •
